Convention, by a Majority Vote, Reoom- 
 ' monds Gov. Colquitt as the Choice 
of the Democratic Party. 


- The convention met at 9 o'clock, and 


was callei to order by the president, Mr. 
‘Trammell, of Whitfield. Prayer by Rev. 
Mr. Ross, of Houstof; 
Mr. McKibben, of Butts, stated as a ques. 
tion o' privilege that the report of his reso 
- lution offered the day previous was incor- 
rect, in that it stated that he moved that e 
new convention be called. His motion was 
that the question should go to the people 
on an election, Gee 
Judge Harrell, of Webster, offered the

Whereas, It is evident from the ponconse of 
e's convention that it is impossible t> nominate 
der the time honored usages of the democratic 
party, either of the gentlemen whose names are 
now before the conven ; and, whereas, the 
unity and harmony of the democratic rty 
should rise above all personal ambition and par. 
tisan partiality, and no democrateither as a can- 
didate or member of the convention hes the right 
to endanger the safety of the party from persona! 
derations: 
Be it resolved, That a committee of five be ap- 
inted by the president to confer with Governor 
| 2 Colquitt, Colonel Thomas Hardeman, Ru- 
‘tus E. Lester, Geveral L. J. Gartrell and Judge 
Hiram Warner and present to those gentlemen 
the difficulties now existing in this convention 
and the danger of the unity of the party, and re- 
spectfully submit the propriety and patriotism of 
the joint withdrawal of each of those gentlemen 
sO as to leave the convention to act alone for the 
interests of the democratic party and of the state. 
Judge Harrell spoke in favor of his reso- 
Rution. He said it is evident that the time 
thas come when the democratic party is in 
great danger. Dissensions have arisen and 
have hardened as the convention has pro- 
ceeded. Gentlemen are so set in their 
views that they do not properly look to the 
real interests of the party. The most seri- 
ous injury will resnlt if this convention ad- 
journ without a uomination. I came 
here instructed for any man, 
But I was instructed to make a nomination 
of some good man. I have steadily voted 
with the minority, and I was forced into 
that course by the action of the majority 
and in restricting me to the five names be- 
fore us. We have adopted the two-thirds 
rule, and bad we not been resiricted as to 
candidates we could have made a nomina- 


tion the second or third day. [Applause. } 
1 offer this resolution as a last effort to 
save the party that is on the verge of 
danger, if not of degtruction. Can we not 
atk these gentlemen for whom we have 
balloted if they do not prefer the safety of 
the party to their own personal successes? 
[Applause.] I will guarantee that the 
candidate [ represent will not place his 
own interests above those of the party. 
[Applause] Let them all get away if 
ihey love the state and the democratic 
party. [Appieuse } 

Mr. Nolan, of Henry, said Judge Harrell 
had spoken the same o'd story and he hoped 
the convention would proceed to business. 
He moved to table the resolution. 

Mr. Brown, of Fulton, sa'd—Mr. Chair- 
man, on that motion I ask for acall of the 
counties that those men may go on record 
who prefer men to their party.

The cail of the counties was ordered. 

The chair decided that a suspension of 
the rules was necessary. 

Mr. Norwood, of Chatham, asked if the

Mr. Walsh, of Richmond, asked that the 
rules be suspended that he might offera 
resolution looknig to a sulution of the diffi- 
culties before the convention. 

Voices—*' Read the resulution.”’ 

The clerk read fhe resolution as follows: 

Resolved, That the demociatic pests of Geor- 
gia ia convention assembled hereby renews the 
expression of its devotion to the great principies 
of the democratic party of the union, and pledges 
the united and enthusiastic support of the demo- 
cracy of .,eorgia to General Winfield Scott Han- 
cock and the Hon. Wm. H. English, the nomi- 
nees of the Cincinnati convention. 

2. Whereas, After a long and tedious session of 
this convention and continuous balloting, it ap- 
pears that no nomination ofa candidate for gov- 
ernor can be made under the two thirds rule; 
therefore, be it resovived, that this cunventionu 
recommend to 
Governor Alfred H 
the democratic 
office of governor at the evsuing election, p’ovi- 
ded that this resolution shall not go into effect 
until three ballots shall have been had under 
the two-thirds rule,and it is demonstrated that no 
nomination can be effected thereby. 

3. Resolved, That a commitiee of nine, consist- 
ing of one from each congressional district, Le 
appointed by the chair to notify Governor Coi- 
quitt of the action of this convention, and re. 
quest his acceptance. 

- The reading of the resylution created 
much excitement. 

Mr. Walsh said the argument was ex- 
hausted and he called the previous question 
on his motion to suspeud the rules. 

A Delegate from Bibb —What vote does 
it take to suspend the rules? 

The Chair—A majority vote 

General Young—Do I understand the 
chair to rule that it takes only a majority 
io suspend the rules? 

The Chair—That is all. 

The question of suspending the rules was 
put an a call of the counties was ordered 
The call was, of course, a test and it pro- 
ceeded in considerable excitement. 

When McIntosh was called Mr. Gignillat 
rose and read a telegram which appeared in 
yesterday’s ConsTITuTION to the effect that 
the McIntosh delegation bad been instruct- 
ed for Colquitt. He said there bad been no 
such instructions. There were two tickets 
in McIntosh. Both were for Lester, and the 
one which was strongest for Lester had been 
elected. [Applause. } 

When ‘lalvot was called, Judge Willis 
rose and said that he saw in Tuk Constitvu- 
TION that a Colquitt petition had been 
sent from Talbot to the delegation. He 
denied this statement, and said the dele- 
gation had received no request from Talbot 
and would yote no. | Applause } 

The vote on the call of the previous 
question was 206%4 yeas to 14256 nays, so 
the previous question was ordered. 

General Young rose to a question of priv- 
ilege. He said: My vote was announced 
here yesterday by Mr. Fite, for Colquitt, 
and properly announced. My county is 
said to be against Colquitt. It may be so. 
I had voted time and again for various can- 
didates, and for barmony I voted the last 
nine baliots for Colquitt. ButI will never 
vote to adjourn without a nomination.

Mr. Watson, of McDuffie said: Mr. Chair- 
man, I rise to a privileged question.

The Owners of the Seawankaka to be 
Indicted. 


New York, August 10.—The United 
States grand jary in Judge Biatchford’s 
court to-day made a presentment in the 


Seawanhaka disaster. They say they believe 
the accident was duetocriminal carelessness 
and negligence of certain government offi- 
cials and officers and owners of the vessel. 
Attached were indictments against Austin 
Jayne and Andrew Craft, inspectors of life 
boats, etc.; against John K. Matthews acd 
Alexander Caldwell, inspectors of boilers 
and machinery; against Charlies B. Smith, 
captain, and Edgar Weeks, engineer, of the 
Seawanhaka, and against Ben — C. Kirk, 
M. Barlow, Stephen ‘Taylor, James 
Udall, Edward Morgan, Silas Mott 
and Stephen H. Townsend, directors 
and owners of the Seawanhaka. 
The offense c against these parties is 
mansiaughter. Assistant District Attorney 
Friers moved that bench warrants be issned 
on the several indictments presented, to 
which his honor gave his consent.

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THE ALLOPATHIC DOCTORS HIDE 


Within Their Shells and Refuse to Open Their 
Eyes to Anything that is not Done by 
Themselves—How Dr. Tanner has 
Sent Their Theories to Sea. 


New Yorx, August 10.—Dr. Tanner's 
first intention was to take neither food nor 
water for the space of forty days, but he 
was persuaded finally to take water, and 
drank copiously during the first two days. 
When the second day expired, he decided 
not to take water for the remainder ef his 
fast, and went on without food or water 
until the expiration of the tenth day. At 
this time hissnfferings had become so ter- 
rible to witness that his physicians were 
sometimes moved almost to tears. He was 
constantly calling for wet cloths to be 
placed upon his forehead and 
wet sponges in his hands. But 
the surface absorption was not sufficient 
for the purpose. The last day—the eighth 
in all of abstinence from drinking—he was 
evidently on the verge of delirium, evinced 
by inarticulate cries and such tossing when 
he tried to sleep as was heartrendering to 
witness and hear. His loss in weight dar 
ing these eight days was 2 pounds per day, 
making 16 outof the 36 pounds lost during 
the experiment. He was fast passing be- 
yond medical interference, and had, accord- 


ing to the testimony of Dr. Wark, not 48 
hours to live, when the persuasion of the 
latter prevailed upon him to abate his ab- 
stinence from water. Having consented to 
this, he commenced the eleventh day by 
taking at intervals copious draughts of wa- 
ter. His weight at that time was 139% 
unds, and during the next10 days he 
ost only 44% pounds, era little less than 8 
ounces per day, against 32 ounces per day 
of the preceding eight. j 
At the end of the twentieth day he was 
in better physical condition than at the end 
of the tenth day, as his photographs and 
the testimony of the physicians clearly 
evince. During the third ten days he lost 
at the daily rate of twelve ounces, but no 
serious symptoms appeared until he had 
completed thirty days of his term. The 
elimination of urea, which was twenty-nine 
grammes a day when the fast com- 
menced, deciined gradually, until at 
the end of the tenth day it was 13 grammes, 
at the end of the twentieth about 11 gram- 
mes, and at the end of the thirtieth 6 gram- 
mes. The method of determination adopted 
by Dr. Van Def Weyde was av original but 
extremely accurate one—an okalic acid test 
based upon the idea of taking advantage of 
the insolubility of urea in alcohol. His 
data are accordingly of high scientific 
value, . 
_ Near the conclusion of the third ten days, 
Dr. Tanner om ype to have periodical attacks 
of nausea and vomiting, accompanied by 
febrile disturbance. The slight fever re- 
curred every third day, the gastric symp- 
toms being a great deai worse at each recur- 
rence of the fever, but never disappearing 
altogether. In this condition he has gond¢ 
on for the last ten days of his extraordinary 
performance, growing feebler and feebler 
es the days wore slowly on, but 
maintaining bis resolution to finish, or at 
least hold out to the last extremity. With 
what aang and heroism he bore his suffer- 
ings those who haye been with him only 
too well-know. That he should continue 
in this way for 10 days, eiecting fragments 
of mucous membrane daily, and finally 
commence taking food without the slight- 
est precaution, but without a single attack 
of nausea, from the moment of terminating 
his fast, is the most extraordinary fact of

A Mormon Dector Makes Several 
Statements. 
Wasaincton, August 10.—Outside of the 
regular work of the census bureau, such as 
the actual enumeration of population, the 
most valuable portion of the work of the 
bureau is collection of information upon 
all topics of value to the political econo- 
mist. This information is gathered through 
a staff of special agents, each with a repa- 
tation of standard authority on the branches 


assigned him. These gentlemen gather 
their information through a well-devised 
system of circulars -ccmnapmre a compre- 
hensive list of questions with blanks for 
answers. There is no pay given to the peo- 
ple who fill out these circulars, and although 
the work is one that requires care, atten- 
tion, and time, there is no apparent diffi 
culty in obtaining replies from all locali- 
ties. Ivstances are very rare where circu- 
lars are returned. One man sent back the 
circulars, with a postal card simply an- 
nouncing: “There is po money in it.” 
This card has been framed, and is one of 
the ornaments of the main office. Some of 
the replies sent in are amusing. The agent 
who has charge of collecting statistics of 
the insane has sent out circulars 
to every physician in the Untied 
States asking them to report to the census 
office all cases of insane persons known to 
them out of asylums, and the causes of 
the same where they are obtainable. A 
certain English physician, who is a Mor- 
mon, practicing in Utah, in answer to the 
circular sent to him has addressed a long 
letter tothe census office. He has made 
out a list of all persons of his acquain‘ance 
who are insane and who are outside the 
oe enumerating President Hayes, his 
cabinet, congress, General Walker. and alt 
believing gentiles who refuse to accept the 
doctrines of Mormonism.

A FLEET OF FIRE 


FOR THE AMUSEMENT OF REW YORK. 


A Vessel on Fire Extends the Flames toa Large 
Number of Ships in the Harbor—A Seene 
of Indescribable Grandeur 


. os 
Viewed from the Shere. 


Ney Yorx, August 10.—This morning 
about seven o'clock the hull of the burniag 
vessel Nictaux, still ablaze, floated against 
the pier occupied by the American export 
lumbe: company, at Hunter Point. The 
premises oecu pied by this company occupy 
both sides of Newton creek, the offices be- 
ing situated on the south side of the creek, 
while the lumber yard is situated on the 
north side. At the time the Nictaux came 
in contact with the pier they were unload- 
large number of ves- 
com- 
municated to the lumber in the yard, 
spread in every direction with lightnifig 
rapidity. From the yard the fire spread to 
the vessels, and notwithstanding the 
efforts made by several tugs which hasten- 
ed their assistance, six barges, ove schooner 
and one ship were soon enveloped in flames. 
Over ten acres of fire is now raging wildly, 
and it appears to be beyond 
the control of the firemen, 
and several of the burning vessels were 
towed into the river, and have drifted with 
the tide towards Blackwell's island envel- 
oped in a sheet of flames. The fire is now 
spreading in every direction, and no esti- 
mate can be formed as to its probable ex- 
tent. The scene from the river is one of in- 
describable grandeur. The flames are 
riding in every direction and devouring 
everything in their path. It was impossi- 
ble, owing to the confusion this morning, 
to ascertain the names of the burning 
vessels. 

The fire was caused by the burning bar- 
rels of oil floating away from the bark An- 
toinetta, which was po geen injured by 
fire at Charles Pratt’s oil works on Sunday 
last. T rning contents of the bark were 
being played upon allday yesterday and 
this morning and it seems to have escaped 
the notice of those whowere engaged to- 


day that the burning barrels were 
swept onward until at last 
they came in contact with 
a lumber laden schooner of the 


Northern line, lying at anchor some two 
hundred feet off the point of Newton ; 
and set ber on fire. The flames quickly 
leaped onward to the ill-fated . The 
utmost consternation seers to have seized 
upon all those present, which was intensi- 
tied toa high degree by the fact the creek 


was almost unnavigable on ac 
count of the numerous vessels 
lyin in it. At last some _ ocool- 
headed firemen commenced work in the 


right direction, and one by one the vessels 
were got out in the stream, with the excep- 
tion of those already mentioned, three 
barges and a lighter, all lumber-laden, and 
which will become a total wreck.

Joun SuermMan’s clerks in the treasury 
department have issued their usual state- 
ment going to show thata smaller per 
centage of the public money has been 
lost by defalcation under republican ad- 
ministrations than under democratic 
administrations before the war.

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Tue statistical newspapers have dis- 
covered that a decided change has taken 
place in the relative amount of contribu- 
tion to the internai revenue since 1865- 
66. In that year New York paid $71,922,- 
500. Pennsylvania was next with $39,- 
541,600; Massachusetts followed with 
$34,989,000; Ohio paid $35,752,500; Illi- 
nois, $15,397,000; New Jersey, $10,192,000. 
The tax now is derived chiefly from to- 
bacco, spirits and fermented liquors, and 
Illinois becomes, apparently, the chief 
payer of internal revenue. In 1878-79, 
of $107,212,000—only $300,000 more than 
was collected in New York and Pennsyl- 
vania alone in 1866—Illinois furnished 
‘$19,470,600; Ohio and New York, $15,- 
894,000 and 15,445,800. [Illinois thus 
stands at the head; New York takes 
third place; Pennsylvania sinks to the 
sixth place, with $5,946,800; Virginia is 
fifth, with $6,448,000; Massachusetts is 
eleventh, with $2,266,000, being ranked 
by Missouri, New Jersey and Wisconsin, 
which stand eighth, ninth, and tenth;

We reached Denver, ten or twelve miles 
east of the foothills of the Rocky moun- 
tains, dusty and dirty as ever travelers were 
seen, ‘and here we found a young and thrifty, 
well-built town, into and out of which daily 
four hundreds of tourists, merchants, 
traders, miners and speculators, who radiate 
thence in every direction. Here we were 
able to bathe and lodge comfortably, and the 
next day took the Colorado Central railroad 
for Central City, forty miles distant.. As 
we had approached Denver the dav before, 
we saw the Rocky mountains as far as right 
would casry, north and south, and as we 
headed into them the more distant were 
many of ihem capped with snow. 

fhe Colorado Central goes out of Denver 
circuitous'y, and then starts across the 
vlains straight for the foot hills. The 
night in Denver had been warm, the morn- 

ing sultry, cloudy and gloomy, porterding 
rain; but, looking northwestward, we saw 
that the sun hitherto unseen by us, was 
pouring « flood of light upon the far-off, 
snow lad#n mountains that rose up until 
their peaks were lost in the fleecy clouds 
floating about and above them. The scene 

was sublime. It required no imagination 

tu see—indeed it was well nigh impossible 


to fail to see—a beautiful city set upon hills; 
the streets seemed liquid silver, bordered 
by palaces of white marble, casties of gran- 
ite and broad mansions of dark stone. 
An occasional summit, instead of being 
a palace of royal size, was a fortress, sur- 
rounded by lives of intrenchment ready to 
sweep to the fields below. [t was the 
yrandest sight 1] ever saw, and I was sorry 
when our approach to the “ioothiils” shut 
it out. These, as we approached, were 
neariy bare, heavily seamed and furrowed 
by time, dark and forbidding. We wound 
among and up there into Golden, fourteen 
miles from Denyer, and saw no more snow. 


Golden is alittle railroad and ore-mining 


town; nestling in the valley and onthe 
sides of the hills just before you 
enter the Rockies. Thence we 
climb by varying grades into the 
mountains, following the serpentine course 
of the Clear creek, which descends from 
above Central City. It is said that former- 
iy the creek was really clear. and full of 
trout. Nowitis almost a sheet of liquid 


mud, because of the mines, miils and guich 
washings above and aiong it. 

Soon, after leaving Golden it began to 
rain, and we reached Central City ina 
heavy rain. The way up was grand in 
rugged scenery. Above and behind us the 
mountains seemed ever ready to fall in and 


crush us, but we crept on and up in safety. 
Constantly the thought wasin my mind, 


‘Truly these are the everlasting hiils, built 
by the Great Architect upon the rocks of 
the ages.”’ 

The heaviest grade is to be seen between 
Biack Hawk and Central City. At one 
point the engine bas to back the train up 


a heavy grade to a point like the down stroke 


in the letter N, and then again begin to pull 
up to this place, which is 8,300 feet above 


sea level. The air-line distance of just about 
one mile is made four miles by the railroad. 


Yesterday I went to a mine three miles dis- 
tant and crossed a mountain 1,700 feet high. 


This is the rainy season up here. It began 
two weeks ago, and twice in the time heavy 
falls of hail have occurred. Thereis rarely a 
wholeday withoutsun atsome time, though 


yesterday was one. The rain is not contin- 
uous, but the roads and streets are bad, 


and it will rain daily more or less for four 


weeks: more, and at intervals until snow 
falls in September. In less than two 


months snuw will cover the mountains. 


Chere is fire every evening the year round 


in the stove in the hotel sitting-room, is 
one there now, was one all day yesterday 
and last night, in mid-July. I slept under 
four blankets. I have seen no place in 
Colorado or Kansas for which I would ex- 
change eastern Virginia or North Carolina, 
not to mention other soutbern states with 
which I am not acquainted.

It was not without serious 
deiiberation that I concluded they had no 
proper place in the letter in which I ac 
cepted the great bonor conferred on me by 
a great party. Two considerations pre- 
valled: 

1. That a letter of acceptance was not the right 
medium through which to announce my final 
judgment upon xny great question pendiug for 
its solution upon future legislation and careful 
executive review, 

2. That I had no right to mar the present situa- 
tion of the party by a set of expressions superflu- 
ous to its adopted platform of principles, with 
which, as I said before, 1 ara in full accord. 

‘Tbe questions of tarift and free ships were 
so interesting to General Hancock that he 
did not refrain from a private discussion of 
them, which was intensely mteresting and 
at the same time most tantaliz.ng to his 
listener, whom the general forbade to record 


a word of it.

Electric Railroad Motors. 
New York World. 

‘‘T have every reason to believe,’’ said 
Mr Cyrus W. Fie!d yesterday “that the 
electric motor invented by my nephew is of 
very great value, and is*one that will revo 
lutionize the whole system of elevated 
railroads in thiscity. Asa child heshowed 
a wonderful taste for the study of electric- 
ity. We wanted him to go into the navy, 
but he rebelled. Iam sure if he really bas 
bit upon a practical means for doing away 
with the smell and noise and smoke of 
steam engines on the elevated roads, of 
which I have no doubt, I shall be very glad 
that his inclinations were not in the direc- 
tion of a seafaring life. He's up at the 
Western Union office, and I dare say he’!1 
tell you all about his invention.” 

Mr. S:ephen Dudley Fieid is a tall young 
man, with a straightforward, business like 
manner. He was engaged in superintend- 
ing the arrangement of several large 
dynamo-electric machines, which are soon 
to do away with all the chemical batteries 
in the Western Union telegraph building, 
but cheerfully consented to give the history 
and description of his inve.tion for apply- 
ing electricity as_a motive power on the 
elevated railroads. He is already in pos 
session of one patent, and is dailv expect- 
ing three or four others relating to 
the same invention. In _ general prin- 
ciples Mr. Field’s invention is not un 
like thatof Dr. Seimen of Berlin. Mr. 
Field, however, claims, and has no less 
good proof than the filfng ofa caveat at 
Washington long before Dr. Seimen’s in- 
vention wes known, that he antedates Dr. 
Seimen. Mr. Edison’s earliest experiments 
in the same direction were, he claims, sub- 
sequent to the work accomplished either 
by Dr. Seimen or himself. The precise 
date upon which his caveat was filed Mr. 
Field declines, pending any lawsuits that 
may grow outof the matter, to make pub- 
lic. He is confident, however, of his abil- 
ity to sustain his right to the invention in 
any court. 

To understand the process by which un- 
der this invention the trains of the ele- 
vaied roads are to be run with electricity, 
it 18 not strictly necessary that the reader 
should comprehend the working of dyna- 
moelectric machines in general. That 
there aresuch machines and that they car 
transmit to each other electric foree or 
power obtained originally by means of 
st€am, is a well-known fact. Itis a well- 
known fact, however, that electricity gen- 
erated by steam power can by a reverse 
process be reconverted into » mechanical 
power equal to about one-half of the power 
that generated it. In brief, Mr. Fiela’s plan 
is as follows: Initial electrical! currents 
will be produced by means of stationary 
steam engines, situated at intervals of two 
miles alovg the length of the road. The 
power that it will be necessary to generate 
by these steam engines can be determined 
only 22 we preom test, but whatever may be 
expected of them the expenses of running 
them must of necessity be less than one- 


little wasteful locomotives now in use. 
Connected with each of the stationary 
steam epgines will be a dynamo-electric 
machine, through which the electricity for 
running the trains will be obtained. Lead- 
ing from these dynamo-electric machines 
will be wires which will conduct the elec- 
tricity to the surface of the elevated road 
and into an insulated copper rail which 
is to be laid between tbe two rails 
now in use. In place of the ; uffing, snort- 
ing little engines used at the present time, 
there will be attached to each trovin a fiat- 
car provided with a wire brush hanging be- 
low it in sucha way as to gather up the 
electricity from the middle co per rail. and 
with adynamo-electric machine similar to 
those by which the electricity is produced 
placed directly over the brush. The celec- 
tricity generated by the machines on the 
surface having no other outlet must of 
necessity pass along the copper rail and 
into the dynamo-eiectric machines at- 
tached to each train of cars. To completea 
circuit for this electricity it will only be 
pecessary for the engineer of each of these 
electrical locomotives to move a lever. 
the moving of this lever a conducting wire 
will be made to furnish an outlet for the 
electricity through the axles and whec's of 
the locomotive to the iron tracks upon 
which thetrains run, and so to the earth 
By connecting the current the movable 
machines become energized; by breaking 
the current they become inert. in short, 
the electricity geaerated by steam power 
on the surface is by a reverse operation 
treasformed into power, which isan equiva- 
lent of the power of steam, in the movable
